The facts of the Norwegian govern¬ 
ment having placed a warship at the 
disposal of the special commission ap¬ 
pointed for testing and r epo rt ing rn w in 
Capt. Donvig’* buoy, and of the Nor¬ 
wegian foreign office having brought this 
invention before a number of foreign 
government authorities. Including ths 
board of trade. London, goes s long n%y 
towards proving the great importance 
which Capt. Donvlg*s own government 
attaches to his life-saver.

The next 
attempt was made In the Channel, be- 1 
tween England and France, in a very 
henry sea in which no lifeboat could ] 
have lived, t steered the buoy straight 
into Dover, and although there were seas 
as high as the top of the steamer's fun¬ 
nel, I and an Englith aailor, both stand¬ 
ing outside Hie globe, only got our legs 
wet; my little craft was always on the 
top of the wavee. 

"I look upon It as safe even In a hur¬ 
ricane, and It should In- remembered that 
it affords a safe ‘residence’ for quite a 
long time—as long as water and food will 
hold out, say a month or more—and in it 
one is also protected from cold. If ad¬ 
visable, I can anchor on the place of tha 
catastrophe, in case it should be one of 
the highways of the sea, where ships are 
likely to pass—• fact which 1 consider 
very important—or 1 can go ahead by 
sail, or by means of my collapsible pro¬ 
peller worked by a hanute. I sailed from 
the Goodwin Bands to Dover with a 
strong northeast gale blowing, and 1 
would not for a moment hesitate to cross 
the Atlantic in my globe. With a carry 
log capacity of five and a half ton*, an 
8 ft. buoy could, for instance, hold half 
a ton of water, a quarter of a too of 
provisions, and a score of human beings 
inside, in addition to which it could ac¬
